WASHINGTON—As the Presi­ 
dent travels north through South 
Carolina, the country is going to 
be surprised at the manner in 
which he keeps hands distinctly 
off the hot senatorial race. 
The Roosevelt train is not stop­ 
ping in the Palmetto state, as or- 
ginally planned, to purge from 
political life Senator Cotton Ed 
Smith. 
Cotton Ed, as chairman of the 
agriculture committee, has caused 
the new deal almost more heart­ 
aches than George of Georgia or 
Tydings of Maryland, but luck has 
played into his hands. 
Luck has come in the form of 
an old personal animosity between 
Gov’ernor Olin Johnston and Ben 
Sawyer, head of the highway de­ 
partment. These two have been 
bitter enemies ever since Johns­ 
ton called out the troops against 
Sawyer. 
Sawyer is a loyal Rooseveltian, 
but his loyalty won’t quite stom­ 
ach friendship for Governor Johns­ 
ton, even if in doing so he swings 
victory to Cotton Ed Smith. 
At present, however, he is ex­ 
pected to swing his powerful sup­ 
port to a third candidate, Edgar 
Brown, speaker of the state leg­ 
islature, a new dealer. Brown is 
a brilliant lawyer, a staunch de­ 
fender of the President's court 
plan, but not so well known as 
Governor Johnston, who also sup­ 
ported the court plan and is very 
friendly to Roo.^evelt. 
Into this complicated melee, the

Alexander v on Hu mboldt first 
brou ght sp ecimens of gu ano to 
Eu rop e in 1804 and had them 
analyzed. 
The gu ano consisted 
essentially 
of 
nitrogenou s 
and 
p hosp hatic comp ou nds. 
Certain 
of the Peru v ian gu anos contained 
as high as 14 p er cent of nitrogen. 
The most noted dep osits of guano 
are those of Chincha and other 
islands off the coast of Peru . 
So gu ano became the first arti­ 
ficial fertilizer to be u sed in large 
qu antities, and the remarkable re­ 
su lts obtained established the in­ 
du stry. It reached its height, how­ 
ev er, abou t the middle of the 
centu ry.
